As I cabled you on Saturday last, I am leaving on Friday night 
for Prague, Czechoslovakia, and when I finish there will go on to 
Bucharest, Roumania, 


His Excellency, the Minister of Foreign Affairs of Czecho- 
slovakia, conveyed to me personally on Monday last, telercraphic request 
of the Minister of Finance that I cone out at once and arrange for the 
emission of notes, and on the same day Mr. George Daniellopol, President 
of the National Bank of Roumania, Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary from Roumania to the United States, and Chief of the 
Roumanian Delegation for the Conference of the Peace, conveyed to me a 
telegraphic request of the Minister of Finance of Roumania. 


There is very little that I can write you about either one of 
these. As you know, the Roumanians want from 125 to 150 million notes, 
and prefer the American type. I am in hopes, however, of being able to 
add a multicolor to the face of their note. 


As regards Czechoslovakia, I know absolutely nothing about it. 
As you know, I had several conferences with President Masaryk last Summer. 
and Fall in Washington, at which time he told me that when he was ready he 
would take the matter up with me. 


Here in Paris I have had ten or twelve conferences with the Prime 
Minister and also with Dr. Stencek, but, so far as I know, quantities are 
still undetermined. 


As I cabled you last Saturday, my address in both Prague and 
Bucharest will be care of the American Legation. 


Both these countries will have a man in the United States to 
approve models, designs, etc., Stencek acting for Czechoslovakia, and 
Daniéllopel for Roumania. 


I respectfully direct your attention to the fact that all cables 
will be sent for me by the Government, and will be received by the Govern- 
ment for me. I therefore counsel you to see that there is nothing in these

Your letter of April eighteenth, relative to the Banque Belge ‘ erpasel 
pour L'Etranger, together with various enclosures and photographs, arrived 
last night, and I immediately telegraphed Eric to come on over tomorrow, vs 
as it is quite impossible for me to attend to this Belgian matter, and \6 % 
Eric can do anything that I can do up there and probably do it better. jt poke é 
While he is there I will have him make a report and send it direct to you 
on conditions in Belgium. 


Perhaps I have not made the situation quite clear as regards 
to conditions under which I go to Czechoslovakia and Roumania. 


I go to Czechoslovakia as a result of cable communication be- 
tween the Prime Minister here, and the Minister of Finance there, at whose 
request I am going with the understanding that the business is to be placed 
with us. 


I am going to Roumania as a result of telegraphic correspondence 
between Mr. Daniellopol here, and the Minister of Finance there, at whose 
request I am going for the purpose of making a contract for their emmission 
of notes. In other words, this is not a missionéry trip, and I am not 
going there to see if I can close up, but rather to Dy wd them and bring 
them back. 


I make this explanation so that when you are committing yourself 
to deliveries, you will understand that both orders are coming, and while 
I have not committed you in any way as regards Czechoslovakia, I have com- 
mitted you in Roumania to the completion of their contract of from 125 to 
150 million notes in from seven to ten months, which I have no doubt you 
will find no difficulty in doing.

I have one comment to make in regard to 
the text on the back and that is that you should give more 
prominence to the denomination in Czech @mé to any of the 
others. I have indicated this on the text itself. 

Should you experience any trouble in regard to the 
vignette for the back, you can use exactly the same vignette 


as appears on the Greek notes. 


500, 100 and 50 Kronen Notes: 
As you will see from the letter of instructions no 
information can yet be given as to the title, text, date, or 


signature for the above three denominations. This is due

to two reasons (1) the government has not decided whether 
these denominations shall be state notes, issued by the 
government, as is the case with the thousand Kronen note, 
or bank notes issued by a national bank, (2) also they have 
not decided as to what the unit will be. As you will see 
in the contract it speaks of Kronen or Francs which is done 
for this very reason, and in all probability an entirely daif- 
ferent name will be adopted.

Mr. Bagley’s letter addressed to Mr. Green, dated June 19th, 
was presented by Mr. Rudolf Schmaus on his arrival on the Savoie last 
Tuesday, the 8th inst. 

Mr. Schmaus was met at the steamer and everything was done 
for his comfort. We are glad to advise you thet he is now quite at home, 
having met several cf his compatriots in the city, including Dr. Stencek, 
to whom we had the pleasure of introducing him. 

Mr. Schmaus conferred with us on Wednesday morning at the 
plant and presented various photographs, drawingg, etc. which he brought 
with him. He also let us have a copy of your letter of instructions of 
dune 12th, together with a copy of the contract,- all of which we read with 
@ great deal of interest. Unfortunately the original contract and letter 
of instructions together with texts have not yet reached us and in their 
absence it is difficult for us to make very much progress beyond the prepara- 
tion of a model of 1000 Kronen note, for which a good deal of the text is 
still unavailable, as Mr. Schmaus is weble to give it to us. 

Mr. Schmaus also showed us letters addressed to the National 
Bank in Prague by the Finance Department and by the said bank to the National 
City Bank of New York, outlining the payments to be made under the contract. 
Inquiry at the Benk the day after the arrival of Mr. Schmaus revealed the fact 
that the Bank had also received similar instructions but, unfortunately, the 
funds that were available at the time the contract was drawn have since been 
practically exhausted.

We have apparently answered your inquiry very fully in mr cable of 
June 15th,and letter of confirmation to Paris dated June 18th. In these com 
mmications we quoted for a total 1,545,000,000 stamps in twenty denominations, 

@ price of 18 cents U.S.Gold, per 1000 ntamps; gummed, perforated and delivered 
in sheets of 100 On, F-0.Bellew York. Phis quotation covers preferably one 
design for 211 20 denominations; or as an alternative, @ distinctive design for 
each six or seven denominations. If 20 entirely distinct designs are re- 
quired, we would like to revise our price - but we hardly think this will be 
necessary. 

As to delivery, we can ship about one-third of the order in approximately 
two months after the spproval of models and receipt of complete details; the bal- 
ance can be completed in from one month to six weeks thereafter. This promise 
will of course have to be revised if twenty different designs are reouired. 


As suggested, we are enclosing herewith & sample of our stamp paper and of

the wax tissue that is inserted between the shects of stamps. The stamp paper 
is wade with the proper finish to take gum readily, and at the same tine it is 
tough snough to withstand perforation.

On the Srd inst. we received a request fran Mr, Schmaus for quotation 
to cover preparation of 300,000 Notes of 5000 Kronen each, size 20} c.m, by 11 c.m., 
to be furnished with stecl engraved face and back, Walter Major tint on face and 
extra litho tint on back, in the sane manner as the 1000 Kronen notes, which we 
are now preparing. Mr, Schmaus stated that this inquiry had come to him from the 
Bankovni Urad and he was quite certain that you had not been approached by the 
Benk for prices, Notwithstanding this statement, however, we asked for a few 
days in which to prepare our figures and immediately cabled Mr, Begley as foliows:- 

“Heve request from Schmaus for price 300,000 Notes

Have they decided about details Vignette coat of arms?" 


At the end of last week, no reply having been received to above cable, 
at the urgent reguest of Mr. Schmaus, who told us he had an opportunity to forward

as set forth in the contract for the other denominations. We understand that this

Mr, Schmaus stated that the 5000 Kronen notes wokld be wanted in a 
great hurry and that delivery would be required before the 50, 100 and 500 Kronen 
notes on the contract dated June 12th. He has received certain details from the 
Bank regarding the form of these notes and at first asked us to engrave two ad- 
ditional heads of Czech girls, another silhouette view of the City of Progae and 
@ vignette of a Bohemian castle. We pointed out that three of our best men are 
at present working continuously on vignettes for the other denominations and wiet 
it would be impossible for us to engrave any more portraits until the first of the 
year, In view of this, he has practically decided to utilize a couple of fancy heads 
from our stock but he is still trying to imduce us to engrave the Prague vignette 

® and the one of the castle, We need not point out that in order to effect the 
delivery they require there must be very littls special vignette engraving and 
we write you indetail sbout the matter so that you may understand and explain 
it to the setisfaction of Mr, Schmaus’ principals. If we could handle these 
5000 Kronen notes without speciel vignettes, we could commence delivery in 
about 15 weeks from the approval of models snd we have so explained to Mr, Schmaus;

few days, He is now at Niegara Falls, having sone there with our Mr, Cokdert 
for a few days, 

We are enclosing an impression of another of the portrait vig- 
nettes which nas just been completed and which has been approved by Mr. Schmaus, 
This one is to appear on the 500 Kronen note face. 

The work on the 1000 Kronen notes is proceeding satisfactorily 
and we fully expect that by the time this lettor re-ches you the first shipment 
will be well on the way, We heve promised to have at least one-half a million 
notes ready by the first of November and the Consul General in New York, Mr. 
Kopecky, is now looking into the matter of obtaining steamship accommodation, 

In view of Mr, Bawley'’s telegram stating that he will sail not 
later than November 12th, we thought it better not to address any more cor- 
respondence to him for the present and we trust that this will reach you upon 
your return from Budapest.
